NEW YOIUC, Oct. 4 W — 
one -ton steam boiler blasted 
trccn lU mooelngt In a le}epbone 
company building basement with 
Incredible forco Wednesday and 
rocketed Into an adjoining lunch- 
room, killing at least Jl persons 
and Injuring at least 100. 

InvestlgaUon was Uunched 
to Icara the cause of the disaster, 
described by one olliclals as 
believable." 

The exploaloru— occurred at 
13:07 pm. when about 100 em- 
ployes of-theNew-Yorlc-Telc- 
phone company's uptown Man- 
hattan building— moat of them 
young women— were crowded in 
the boaement lunchroom. 

Without warning.' the boiler 
blew and erupted Into the room 
with the force of a Jet-propelled 
projectile, ft smashed Its way Up 
through the celling to the first 
floor, bounced back Into the 
lunchroom and tInaUy roared 
through an opposite wall. It de- 
stroyed or killed or maimed ev- 
co'thlng in Its path.
